C3me up with a possible solution: 'Crop pilots 
ace busy spraying the quelea birds and they only 
wcrk at night.’ It could easiiy have been a marking 
flare for them.

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Later I disaDvered that this was not a feasible 
solution twt by then it was too late to try and 
pinpoint the light. 

And then, speaking recently to a group of young 
businessmen, one ccxifessed that during the 1975 flap

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Report frcm Stuart Marongw e. KweKwe (aoed 19) 

Case 41. Zimfaabwe 

'One evening víien ny eldest brother saw me reading a 
UFO book, he said, *I saw one of those things .' 

Now my brother is the last person I would expect to 
know about UFOs or even what the athreviation starKís 
for. Vtell, I ijífnediately asked him hcw it 
happened. He said it had occurred in Njelele where 
ha was a teirporary teacher at that time. He is not 
q^jite sure vrtiether it was in 1985 or 1986. It 
happened around 4 o'clock in the moming w^en he and 
his colleagues were out for a quick bath. He said 
they saw a long v*iite cloud noving fran v^st to east 
and he added that it vras bright víhite and rooved 
silently but fast. 

1 asked him vhether it raight not have been a 
plane emitting a jet stream. But he quickly 
dismissed the idea on the basis that it was close 
and it looked huge and had a definite long shape. 
Tiiere víere no f eatures that resenibled a plane, 
either; ^besides^ he said,*one could easily get the 
feeling that it vras scnething fran beyond.' 

Stuart goes to tell us that he too had an 
experience when he vías about 3 years old - in 1976. 
He was at hctne with his roother and perhaps sone of 
the villagers, whan thQ? live vdth in the village of 
Bapota in Gokwe Ccranunal Lands, may have witnessed 
this strange event too. 

Stuart says: ’One evening my mother and I were at 
the fireplace where she usually does her cpen air 
ox^ing. We lived together because my brotherp and 
my sister were in boarding school in town. 

I don't kncw víiether it was over a period of 2 or 3 
days. We watched a groií) of stars bunch up 
together and form a cluster and then break up, with 
a chattering noise and then repeat the prcxsess over 
and over again. Ihe next evening they appeared 
again and repeated their behaviour but this time 
they roade no noise! As the evening progressed they 
stopped this behaviour. 


Ever since then I vould like to look up at the night 
sky at the Pleiades cluster and think they v/ere the 
same stars that made the chattering noise, 

I studied astroncny extensively and became aware 
that stars are light years avray, that they do not 
make chattering noises and that they do not make 
organized rrDvements. T'iis led rne to believe that 
v^tever happened took place within the Earth's 
atrrjosphere. Ibday I am still puzzled as to vrtiat 
those playfxil specks of liqht could have been. 

I recall a couple of years back vdien rtiy rttother 
saw me with a book on the Universe, trying to figure 
out the ccHistellations vrtiile referring to the bcxác. 
She knew I was studying stars and asked me vAiat 
the stars that bunch and scatter, víere called. Sne 
also added that they no longer have this strange 
behaviour. 

At least I kncw that I was not alone vAien I 
observed this unusual phenanenon.'

Mrs Audrey Howell, of Midrèind, Transvaal, saw an 
unusual object in the sky over her hare. Her report 
follcMs:- 

'ln about late July or early August of 1991, over a 
week-end, husband and I noticed a rather unusual 
object in the sky above our property. We live in 
Glenfemess viiich is in the Midrand area of the 
Transvaal. 

We couldn't decide vrfiether it vas a plastic bag 
cc a ballocxi being blcwn in the wind, and it was 
travelling roughly north to south. We decided to 
look at it through our binoculars, and were 
s-jrprised to see thatit had a regular shape which 
dldn't change at all, but thatit seemed to be 
rotating randomly. 'hie shape was roughly like thisí 



It was rather like a three-comered pyramid with a 
fourth rounded comer the tcí); or rather, vhat 
would have been the tcp if it hadn't been travelling 
in a horizontal position. Tnere were no clear- 
cut comers; they all aKseared to be well-rounded. 

It took another ten, maybe twelve nánutes, to fly 
over, only there were no other markings or lights (x\ 
it that we could see, so we decided that it was 
either a piece of plastic - but it didn't flop or 
change shape - or a balloon — but they t«ìd to be a 
different shape, dcn't they? Or else it was a 
hoax. 


We forgot about it until l bought and read TíiE UFO 
REPCXíT 1992, edited by Tiinothy Good, and in it I 
r^d about the roughly triangular shapes that were 
seen tcwards the middle of April, 1991 in England! 
1 Mxidered if there vras a ccnnection and if so, 
whether anyone else had seen anything like it in 
Africa at that tiine? 

I don't feel that I 'have to see a UPD’ but 
w>jndered if anyone who has a greater knowledge and 
perhaps experienc:e of those sorts of things would be 
able to pass an opinicxi? 

The height at víiic* this was travelling was 
difficult to estimate, but I renarked to my husband 
at the tijne that it looked like a nose cone of a 
space v^icle víiich was sanev^t out of cxxitrol.'

Interview wìth Nigel Espi and his family, by Painela 
Paxley, Cape Itiwn^Scjttth Africa. _ Case N° 3_$ 

This incident occurred cai 14th Mav, 1990 betwe<B 
04:30 anc LQSiQQ in t-he mnmino. 

Nigel was asleep in bed at his hone in NDordhoek, 
Cape, when he suddenly woke up at about 04:30 and 
looked out of the windcw. He saw what at first 
appeared to be a falling star, but then it seened to 
slow down and eventually it stopíJed. Ihen it 
started moving towards him. It didn*t ccxne in a 
straight line, but it came quite close and he wa8 
able to see the outline of a shape. He ran to call 
his mother but by the time she arrived, it bad 
already gone back a bit. She thought it was a star 
or a planet, but then suddenly it retreated .and 
b3came just a pinhead. She thought at first that 
it might be an aircraft ca: an experimental plane and 
as her husband was familiar with planes, she went to 
call him. However, víien he saw it, he could not 
identify it either. 

Nigel's sister and his grandmother were also 
woken up. Wiile they all watched, the object went 
behind the neighbour's house and then zig-zagged far 
out over the sea, towards the horizcxi. Nigel was 
able to see that it flashed many different coloured 
lights; red, yellcw, blue and green. 

Nigel felt the cijject was circular (he did a 
drawing of it) and that there was a row of 
windows arcxmd the middle. He could cxily see a bit 
of the object tut the windows were going round with 
the craft, as though the vAiole thing was spinning. 

Nigel has had several sightings of vdiat he feels 
ace 'unexplained lights in the sky.* C»i one 
occcasion, the family cat tried to get down the 
steps and cxjt of the rocm. At this stage, Nigel's 
sister entered the rocm and although the cat was 
familiar with her, when she tried to reassure it, 
tlie animal scratched and clawed at her, frantically. 

Nxgel has had several experiences of sightings 
such as these. 


: It is difficmlt to try and identify any- 
thing at such a late date, t«t I feel that perhaps 
it was a star or a planet with sctne autokinesis 
involved; also, Nigel's family did contact the 
Observatory and were advised NOT to telefáxone the 
Naval Base at Silver Mine as 'they didn't like that 
sort of thing.' -Ed.

Case N*^ 39: Sean Rhateqan, of Cape Town. 
Interview by Pamela Puxley. 


Sean Rhategan, aged 24, was interviewed regarding 
hís experience in February, 1988. He is not sure of 
the exac± date but there were several witnesses. 

S^n says: 'C»íe evening during February, we had a 
picnic on canps Bay beach and were sitting on the 
rocks betv«en GIct Beach and Canps Bay. Wa had 
packed up becaqse the giéint cxx^kroaches had ccme out 
that night. We had been sittìng in the dark 
watching them running over us v^en we decided to 
pack up. Cki our way back this 'thing' came 
sweeping over Cani:® Bay Beach. 

It's hard to say what sizè it was because of the 
tijnnel effect and things like that, but I vrould say 
it was about as big as a two cent coin. And that's 
fairly big. 
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lc was travelling alcaig Cai^js Bay beach and going 
qiiite fast. It crossed the sky in about five 
mlnutes, frctn horizcai to horizcxi, then disaf^^ared 
between Table MDuntain and Lic*is Head, through the 
kloof there. 

Now, if ycw visualize a twD cent piece, for a 
thing of that size to go betwe«i Table Mountain and 
Licais Head, you can just imagine hcw big it must 
have been. It was silver and round; sort of hub- 
cap shape. Hie ctoject had port-holes, independent 
lights similar to round port-hol^, and these were 
illíjninating the actual silver disc. 'lhat's how I 
was able to see the shape, from the light of the 
pcrt-holes, otherwise it would have been very 
difficult to pick out an unillvminated shape at 
night. 

Hiere were about 10 or 12 of these small port- 
holes, the light cotning through them was white and 
there was no other light. Ihere vas no vapour 
tcail or any other detail I could see, as I was 
focussing <xi this particular ’thing'. We were four 
witnesses, including my brother and his wife, and 
wi all saw it quite clearly. 

Tlie object was travelling SW to NE. The weather 
was perfect with excellent visibility — good enough 
for a picnic! 

There was no sound víiatsoever; you would imagine 
there w>uld be sctne sound from scmething as big as 
that, but there was nothing. It is difficult to 
say what speed it was doing, it would depend on the 
distance covered. If it took five minutes to cross 
oijr visibility, i wculd say it was doing scmething 
between 1000 and 2000 tans per hour. 

Regarding the height; for it to' get over Table 
Mountain, it must have flcwn at over 1000 metres at 
least.takinq into acconnt that a two cent coin would 
have been a pretty big object. 

It didn' t have any noticeable after-effects; I 
felt fine as did everyone else. i do wear glasses 
but my vision is very good. 

When we got hane, everyone said, "You're daft." 


But our group all tbought it was a UPO, but Vi^ere 
does one take it fran there? We didn't think much 
more about it at the time.' 

Sean admitted that he had seen ' scmething' 
before. He had also read about UFCte and was not 
UTifamiliar with them. 

'I saw sonething red once, going over Cape Town. 
It was a clear night, at about 20:00 (8 p.m.). The 
wJiole thing was illuminated and it looked like those 
little jet fighters in the Video Games in the 
Arcade. It was going fron the north-west, straight 
across the sky. The altitude was aKíroximately 
2000 metres. Hie cbject was outlined in' red and 
travelling across the sky, and 1 put it down to sone 
sort of Soviet test, but vihen you think raticaially, 

of course it couldn't have been that-over Cape 

TOwn! It had a triangular nose, coiiing back to two 
fins sticking out, then to a sort of Dielta víing at 
the back. 

And caice, during my childhood, I saw a circle, a 
triangle and sone other shape, all coloured pink, in 
the sky. Hiey were very small; -ídTo knows what it 
couid have been? The tirae was about 15:00(3 p.m.) 
and it was a clear day with no clouds about.' 

Sean also pointed out that c*i the same night as 
the 1988 sighting, a friend vrtio is a teacher at 
Pinelands High School said soroe of his studentswho 
wure hiking in the rncHjntains, reported seeing a UFO. 
He said to them, ’What utter rubbish! How can you 
see a UFO?’ But, says Sean, it was the same night 
as his cA)servaticwi, but 20 minutes later. Hie 
students also described it as silver, with port- 
holes, and goinq across the sky. Tliese pecple 
wre in the Cedacberg vrtiich is abcxjt 200-300 kms 
frcm Camps &y beach. &jt they had seen the object 
some 20 minutes later, vrtiich vrould roean it was 
travelling at aboub 1500 k&is per hour. 

Sean has for sometime, about 18 yaars in fact, 
bfjen interested in satellite tracking and astronony.

In the early hours of the 7th May, two witnesses 
mde separate reports of a UPO over Port Elizabeth. 

Patrick said he was cai the balccaiy of his Central 
flat at 01:00 when he saw what locáced like a disc of 
bright light fly across tbe sky. It was travelling 
at a tremendous speed,far too rapidly for an 
aeroplane. 

Justin, a UnÌTOrsity student, said he was with a 
friend at Hctoie Beach at 02:00 when he saw a round 
object, v^hite in colour, fly acrcss the City. He 
estiinated the size at between 500 metres and one 
kLlotnetre in diameter. He ccxild not hear any sound 
and the light was constant. 

A few minutes later, Justin saw the object again, 
this time it vras tilted and saucsr-like in shape. 
'lt was huge', he said. 

Hve Aírport Ccxitrol Rocro said there was no r^ord 
of anything unusual sighted in the City during the 
night or early this moming.

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SUNDAY TABLOID STC^IES REIATIMG TO AFRICA 

Aa readers of UPO AFRINEMS are probably aware, there 
are several tabloids in both the United Sfcates and 
Great Britain vrfiich will take the kemel of a story 
aod sensationalise it to the Nth degree. 

Dtiring the course of a year, we receive many 
cuttings of this type, kindly sent to us Lillian 
Dcsquin of Harbor Heights, Florida, USA. 

We are certainly grateful to her for keeping us 
’in touch', but cxie must admit that the majority of 
the stories should be taken with a pinch of salt. 
In mitigation, let us state that oo several 
oc^casions stories have appeared, sensationalised to 
the hilt, but vrtiich were based on the absolute 
ttuth, as we took the troiíjLe to check them out. 
One was abait the three-toed pec^le of the Vadcsna 
tribe in ZimbalMe, and several stories about 
folklore vrfiich we knew to be based on truth. So it 
is for this reason that we decided to bring you the 
following stoiY fron IHE SUN, suniBrized for you but 
basicBlly as it was written up in the paper, dated 
April 2nd, 1991. 

According to the article, 'a tcp wildlife 
pJiotographer, Brenda van der Hoerten’, of' Scsuth 
Africa, vanished without a trace whiie on an 
elefíiant photografíiing safari in Kenya in 1979. 

Interviewed a r^ioirter fran tìie paper, Brenda 
told how she had been abducrted aliens who whisked 
h«?r off to Mars, where for 12 terrible years she was 
treated like a caged monkey ty beings who never 
spoke to her, kept her naked, ignored her cries and 
screams and pleading,ran scanner-like devices over 
her txody regularly,and brought her the mast 
disgusting, 'foul-tasting slop’ to eat, conposed of 
rotting vegetables and plants that looked as if they 
had been brought up fron planet Earth. 

Only the strcMigest survival instincts kept her 
alive, she said. She forced herself to eat the 
slcp, hoping that some day her (raptors would tire of 
i>?r and release her. 
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After 12 years of poking, prodding and <^erving 
h-»r, they ev^itually did, retuming her clotlKS and 
equipro^t and dropping her back in the exact spot 
víiere they had picked her \jp in 1979. 

Brenda, víio clairoed to have lost a lot of weight 
while captive, said she was sure her captors took 
her to Mars because she had had a good look at the 
planet surface viiile their craft was coning in to 
land. Photograpiis of Mars that she had seen 
axivinced her that this was the place she was taken 
to. 9rte was inpriscaied in a cell-like rocm with a 
clear bubble doroe. Her captors, she told the 
interviewer, were man-like bein^ with large 
football-shaped heads, big rcund eyes and no ears or 
ratxrths that she could see. They nade no sound at 
all. 

After she was bearoed down in the Kenyan wildlife 
reserve near Nairctoi v^re she had been on safari, 
she st\xnbled around in the bush until she was found 
by game rangers, bleeding and bruised. Hiey took 
har to a hospital for treatment. 

Brenda eventually made her way to Johannesburg in 
South Africa \^re, at the time of her interview 
with the Atterican paper, she \«s living in a tiny 
rented room, with no mc»ey and no family. She had 
been forced to take a menial j<á? so she could pay 
the rent, vAiile she loc^ed fc^ her husband and two 
children vhom she had lost and of vrfKiti she cx)uld 
find no trace. 

Acoording to the interview, Br^da was anxious to 
raake cxxitacÀ vd.th her family and pick up the pie<res 
of her shattered life after her incredibìe ordeal. 

Scroe of the Ufologists who guesticned hef 
believed she was telling the truth. Claude 

Richelier, a Frencdi Ufologist, is quoted as saying 
that Bj.^nda's facts nsver varied after mi:ch 
questiooing, and that hers was a fascinating stc»:y« 
She told hiro that just before being seized she had 
felt a tingly s«i8aticxi all over her body, then 
suddenly found herself inside a strange metallic 
rocm, surrounded by the nwn-like beings with 
football heads and no mouths. 


Claude asked har to go to Paris for further 
investigaticms, but all Brenda wanted was to find 
her family and live a normal life.

Needless to say, have tried to trace BRENDA 
DER HOERTEN. Her name sounds Dutch, so perhaps her 
husband came frcro Holland. It is not a ccmtion 
South African name. 

We have been in toucdi with a Ufologist in Johan- 
nestxirg; víe have Víritt«i to two of the leading 
newspapers, neither of which has replied. Tf any- 
one has any kncwlsdge of Brenda, or her whereabouts, 
we would appreciate your contacrting us. Oc, if you 
can suggest any other method of tracking her down, 
again, we lcx:^ forvrard to hearing fron you.

IHE WEEKLY WC»LD NEWS of July 12,1988 reported that 
scientists had found a tribe in the jungle of Zaire 
who clairoed to have cxme there frcro Mars in 1812! 

Of the original 25 'planetary' travellers, three 
reanained alive in 1988 víhen they were discovered - 
they vould then have been 176 y<.?ars old. 

Ttiey told Swedish scientist Dr Signe Winslof that 
their spacecraft was still hidden in the bush near 
tjieir settlement east of Kisangani. 

Hie 'Martians' had becccne acclimated to Earth and 
a promitive jungle life, though 'they still possess 
the knowledge and technology to travel through space 
and cx)lonise planets.' Dr Winslof said his party 
hcvd found the tribe vrfiile studying Zairean tribal 
oaltur^ ìn April of 1988. After initial distrust, 
the tribesmen shcwed them the rusted ranains of 'a 
silver crescrent-shaped starship' in which they 
originally fled Mars to escape a virus that was 
v/iping out their race. Tiiey had settled in the 
jungle v/here their descendants now numbered 50. 

Tne report said they were black and totally himan 
save for theic eyes vrfiich víere 'cxnpletely v^te.' 
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They were very fcxri of circular patterns and hoops, 
uKÌng then for designs in their homes, and body 
f»int. 

T*ie Swedish party said that though the tribe 
S£XJce 'a typical African dialect' among thQnselves, 
tliey used S'/íedish and English vrtiai oanversing with 
tìie scientists. líiey would not talk about their 
aticestors' life cxi íters, but still had mps of that 
planet and the solar system. But they were not 
prepared to reveal anything about their past. 

Dt; Winslof said tlìe experts would retum to the 
area later in 1988 and 'publish a full scientific 
re^rt with photographs.'

Features picked up were Valus 
Mnxirnus, the Grand Canyon of Mars, which is 400 kiis 
wide; and OLynpus Mons, the largest known nxuntain 
in the Solar Systero, scme 650 kms around the base. 
Cnannels vrere also shown v^ich indieate that at scxne 
time in the past quantities of water flowed on the 
planet's surface. also know that at one time 

Mars had an atnosphere like Earth’s. 


tn 1977, Mariner produced pictures of vrfiat is called 
the ’lnca City' because its box-like shapes reroinded 
scientists of an aerial fhoto of a ruined Inca city. 
One pyramid shape cxi the edge of a crater is 
geologically iropossible. James Hetch pointed out 
large pyramid shapes on ífers. In Cydonia, an 
unusual formaticwi known as 'the Face on Mars' 
appears. Initially NASA attributed the Face 

feature to condensation on the caineia lens. ’Piis 
structure is 2.5 kins long, 2 kros wide and 500- 
800 metres high. With cxn^ter enhancement, it 
shcws eyes in the eye sockets and teeth in the 
mcíuth. 

In the Utopia regicxi of Mars tìiere may be a 
second face formticxi bjt this is not vtf> 2 ll 
pteserved. 

All photos analysed by Crowley ccroe frcro N^^SA, 
but recent requests have been unsucxessful. 

In 1988 two Russian prc±es vere sent to Mars. 
The first was lost but produced good pictures. 
Before crashing, Ptxáxjs sent seven imges to Eairth 
ctxitaining scroe raroarkable features. toe of these 
pictures shows an cDbject orbiting Mars that should 
not be there.

Case 43; 'FRANCO' “ In November 1975, franco was 
dciving alcxig a tar road sanewhere near i >2 Aar in 
the Cape, when he experienced a vibrating sort of 
n<:>ise and began to feel sleepy. He pulled off to 
the side of the road and iirraediately fell into a 
sleep víùch vras almost like a trance. 

Hi dreamed that he was totally at peace and he 
saw himself lying on a table. He could not see 
w^iat was beycnd the table as the lights shone 
bcightly all around him. Toere víere a few people 
around him. He cannot remeraber w'.iat they 

lookedlike but they were prcrfjing his right-hand side 
vrfách felt warra. (rte had no fear during this 
dream.) 

W.ien he woke up he drove <xi to Da Aar where he 
bíX5ked into his hotel. His side felt itchy and in 
t’rie mirror he could see six red dots like kxjrn marks 
and a faint red line snaking through the spots. 
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He then became frightened as he began to recall his 
dream. Tne marks took about 4 weeks to disappear 
and the red line took about 4 imonths to fade 
corpletely. 

Subsequent to this, Franco has felt the same type 
of vibration but nothing else. He has no dreams 
and no marks on his body. 

Franco controls several caipanies and has post- 
graduate degrees. Because of this, Franco wishes to 
reraain ancxiymous but I am in contact with him and 
hope to enlarge on his report in a later issue. 

Of course, caie cannot assess the genuineness of a 
case fran the details I have, except that l am 
almost certain Franco wculd not be aware of the 
m;urks and scars left by the 'aliens’ when examining 
himans.

"T'll tell ycRj a story: my cJaughter called me in 
January, 1992. She told me she v/as invited by a 
friend of hers, a scientist, who wtas working cxi a 
special assigrment in the Nevada Desert.

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He v«nted her to go with him to see scmething that 
he thought she would find absolutely ptenomenal; 
scmething very secret and hushed up. 

She went along with him and two photographers, a 
video-cameraman and another scientist.

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Case 47 É—’RhOda* > a beautiful and talented artist, 
had the follcwing story to tell :- 

I In 1975, towards Christmas (exact date uncertain), 
it was early evening - possibly between 7 and 8 pm - 
arvi I drove to the bcp of a hill in the south of 
Jcrfiannesburg with a friend. Ws had scmething to 
discuss and were busy talking v^en I = 5 uddenly 
noticed a very bright light above us- 

Ar first I thought it was a street light, but it 
was far too bright and too high up for that. Also, 
there were no street lights in the area. Ws next 
ccxìsidered if it could be a very bright star, but 
felt it ves too close to us for that, as it was 
hovering above us. 

Wnile this biright light was shining, I could see 
no outlme of a craft. It was only vrtien this light 
dinTned that the cisject bec^me visible. 

TTiere was no loud sound, but - and I cannot swear 
to this - a barely audible hun or v^ine cx)uld be 
heard. It might have been a brcácen sound, but 
recolleticíi is that it was cxxistant. S^jddenly, the 
light started to diminlsh and appeared to recede; it 
ac±.ually felt eerie. We then saw an enormous craft 
above us although the distance was difficult to 
at night. It started to move away and ray 
ccnpanion urged me to follow it along the road. I 
did this until it gathered speed and shot off at a 
30''-45° angle at an unbelievable speed. (As I was on 
tcí5 of a hill, it vras difficxjlt to assess the exac:t 
aogle.) 

Tne c*jec±, víiich appeared to be dark grey roetal, 
was extranely large. It was shaped like a huge 
flattened cottcxi-reel, prcáDably a little more oval 
than rcjund, but that caxild have been an optical 
iliusicxi. 'ihe movement was in the shape of a 

flattened spring. 
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It vas turning all the time, not terriblv fast at 
first, then gathered mcntentun. I felt the object 
was pcxiderous, heavy. I also had the distinct 
iíipression of 'portholes' - .glowing red (like 
traffic lights) and I think it was the perspective 
of the portholes that riBde me think the craft was 
not ccmpletely round. (My cxn^janicxi did not see the 
curve of the 'portholes' or the thin ray of light 
that ranained at the base of the machine but his 
eyes were not as gcxDd as mine.) 

At the end of the cxaft was a very thin, perpen- 
dicular ray of light vrfiich remained in the rear even 
vhen the craft was moving. This ray of light was a 
yellcwish-víiite colour. Tíie great váiite light had 
cxrpletely disappeared v4ien the object finally lett 
at great speed. Once it sped away, it was like a 
flash of light - tco fast to follow. The novenent 
of the craft was like a flat spiral, each rotation 
taking in a little more space as it gathered speed. 

My friend, is a dcwn-to-earth ex-Rí^ pilot 
sctid, "I sufpose ve have been looking at a UFO", and 
suggested that as an artist, I should inrnediately 
draw vrtiat I had seen. ‘Pie next day ny friend phoned 
and urged rae to contacX the Press. I did not do so. 
Thinking about the event, I must stress that I felt 
no fear or any kind of threat frcm the craft, 
whatever it vras!

I am a sceptical, analytical person víith a frfioto- 
graf^ic rotìmory and an open mind. After the 
sighing,! spent the night in amzement at I'd 
seen and the certain knowledge that UFOs exist.'

Recently, on a South African catniercial television 
prograrntie, two ladies - a mother and daughter - 
were interviewed about an abductÌOT experience they 
had in July, 1988. 'lhe reason for the delay in 
reporting the ejqierience vas because they did not 
know to vrtKm they could tum. Initially they 
reported the natter to tte J-ohannesburg Planetarium, 
but although they were given a form by the 
secretary, there appeared to be rra follow up.

Raports ccming frcm males are 
more frequently quol^ as 'classical', but they are 
on average less reliable. "nie percentage of fsnale 
witnesses is higher for ' unejqjlained' cases. M: 3 re 
than half of all witnesses are between 10 and 30 
years of age, with a mean age of 28 years. Only 
ccxitactees are older. Ti'ìe mean age increases with 
the infomaticxi inde<. Fanters are the most fre- 
quent witnesses, but it is with a lesser frequency 
that they report being insitte a UFD or observing an 
isolated entity. In one case out of two, the 
ejqjerience begins víìen the witness is moving (on 
foot, in a car, etc). Ihe CE4's (abducticxis) are 
more frequent vdioi the witness is asleep. Ttie 
attention of the witness is attracted by noise, or 
the effects of the phencmencHi (paralysis, light 
forms, etc) three tìmes out of ten.

'... When you spoke (at the BUFORA Owiference in 1991) 
about the Elizabeth Klarer episcxSes, you mentioned 
that Alfíia Centauri was Akon's home planet. 1 
He probably meant the Mptia Centauri System, of 
which Proxima is the smallest metnber. Of the two 
main stars of Alpha Centauri,one is about as bright 
as our sun and cme is a third as bright. The third 
manber. Proxima, is only about 1/17000 as bright as 
the sun and hardly able to provide sufficient heat 
to maintain life cxi a planet. 


In addition, the two main stars are so far apart 
that the orbit of Proxima should be quite unstable, 
so that the orbit of any planet within this triple 
system vrould be highly erratic. Sometimes it would 
ccroe close to one of the stars, then again it would 
b>3 catapulted far cxat into space. Its pcor inhabit- 
ants vrould be altemately roasted and frozen. I 
don't think life cxjuld ever have developed cxi any 
planet belc«ging to that systan. My inpression is 
that Akon, assuming he exists, tells Mrs Klarer scme 
f^ly invented stories, knowing that she cannot 
disprove them. This is a strange and puzzling 
feature of all cc«tactee acounts.

Tt-ie first thing caie can say about this book is that 
it is extrenely ccnpetently written and readable. 
Occasionally I did feel irritated by the 
transparently novelistic technique of ending each 
short chapter with a cliff-hanger, canpelling one to 
tum the fage and get hocdced into the next chapter, 
mt that is a minor cavill. in general it was a 
highly pleasurable experience to be carried alonq 
inst^d of having to plod and draw on my own stock 
of devotion to the subject in order to persist 
Q-Jite a nunber of U.F.O. books, including scr^ 
important ones, require almost as much persistence 
as an actual c^se investigaticxi. Not this one. if 
you enjoy vivid persc«alized descriptions of people 
and situatiOTs and of how sane individuals, like 
f^da^talist Christians, disafprove of U.F.O.s, 
then this is certainly a U.F.O. book you will like. 


To a confirmed Ucologist the subject matter itself 
may not be guite such plain sailing. it certainly 
had me vrondering, right from the start.

Yet here is a book vrfiich would have us believe that 
genuine high level cxxicern with the subject only 
bagan after a sighting nede by the Spac:e 
Surveillance Centre in Qieyenne Mountain in Daceitiber 
1986 which led to a Flash Alert for CinC - NORAD. 

lyi February 1987 seventeen Atr Force officers and 
inteliigence agency scientists, headed by a 
satellite cperation expert named Colcxiel Phillips, 
was set up as a tc^* secret U.F.O. Working Group. 

The D.I.A., N.S.A. and C.I.A. all d«iy its exist- 
ence, as they would have to do of cx>urse if we are 
to believe in its secret existenc:e. B ut Howard 
Blim burrows his way in. He can tell us everything 
that went cxì at every one of its meetings. Backwards 
and forwards acnross the U.S. he flies, personally 
follcwing up every trail it has blazed — to 
Cneyenne Mountain; to the Mojave Dasert (in a 
special N.A.S.A. jet); to the excásiolcjgy lab at 
MOffett Field Naval Base; to the Jat Propulsion 
Lpaboratory in Pasadena and its Digital Pcojects Tah 
with its Multi-channel Spectnm Analyzer; to Elmwood 

in WisoDnsin, where sightings cxxxir cwi a daily 
basis. And of course no cwie c:an checdc him, or 
suspect him, or even say anything to him (except 
refuse to say anything to him, cxx^sionally), 
because as a reporter he has the rights of a private 
C-itizen. 

Vflrat do you think of that? 

^»rt frcm one radar sighting frcm Cheyenne Mountain 
and a brief reference to a polic^eman at Elmwood who 
w:-is za^^ed by a ray frcm a U.F.O., no cases are 
dLscussed. -niis is a book about the people vflio 
know, or want to kncw, or think they know, or don't 
want other people to know. It is about Information, 
Freedcxn of Information, and Disinforrretion. As 

such it is quite informatÌYe - if you read between 

the lines. 
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Take the WJ12 for instance. it doesn't raake its 
appearance till Part V, IVo Hundred and Eleven pages 
into the bocíc, but when it does all that follows is 
a Mist for every sericxas Ufologist. Tne actual 
account of how the document first tumbled through 
Jaime Shandera's letter bcoc as a roll of exposed but 
undeveloped Tri-ex 35 millimeter filra, one Dacanber 
aftemoon in 1984, and how it has led to an 
unrelenting struggle between Phil Klass, sceptic, on 
one hand, trying to prove it conclusively bogus, and 
BLll Moore, Shandera and Stanton Friedman on the 
oi:her, trying to prove it conclusively genuine, is 
as good as anything I have seen anyvíiere else - 
— pcssibly better. But the staggering thing we are 
asked to believe is that no one in the U.S. 
govemment had ever heard of it, not evai in the 
most secret intelligence services, till fhil Klass 
w?.'ote to the F.B.I. enclosing a ccpy and asking if 
it was genuine and, if so, stolen. Till then the 
F.B.I. had always denwrely looked the other way, 
fearing to see scmething iii^roper,whenever U.F.O.s 
wire menticxied, but now it unquestionably had to 
investigate a possible theft of classified 
documents. After more than a year of showing the 
pipers to officials representing each of the 
nation's intelligence organizaticxis it could not 
find an agency or an individual willing to swear out 
a caiplaint asserting they had been stolen fron 
their classified files. All it could say, 
therefore, was that if they hadn't been stolen 
they must be forgeries. 

But by vAion? They were superlatively well done, 
even down to three deliberate typing errors designed 
to trace culprits if they viere leaked. Was it the 
Russians? or the Chinese? or the Bulgarians? or 
the Air Force Office of Special investigations? 

Maybe the last was the best guess. 

In Septeraber 1980 Bill Mcore met a man he would only 
bs able to identify as the Falcon, after a radio 
call-in talk he had done on U.F.O.s. 


This man offered to help him with his research if he 
wDuld 'ccxiperate'. He agreed to do so and was 

assigned to infiltrate Projecrt Beta. 

Project Beta was a canbined film and E.L.F. radio 
monitoring of U-F.O. maneuvers over the Coyote 
Canyon test area of the Nuclear Wsapon Storage 
Facility nsar Albuquerque. Paul Bennewitz, a 

friend of Moore, had designed the ultra-sensitive 
receivers after he became ccxivinced that a woínan 
patient of psycho-therapist/nypiotist Dr Leo 
.Sprinkle, v4no - had been abdu<rt:ed by aliens, had 
h<ìd mind ccxitrol devices iraplanted in her brain. 
They ccxild see what she saw and hear what she heard. 
He believed he was picking up the signals by vrtiich 
they controlled her. Moore’s job was to feed hira 
"official" documents detailing a secret treaty 
b- 2 tween the U.S. govenment and aliens, the 
existence of underground bases, exchange of 
technology, brain iraplants and so cai. He 

eventualiy succxinbed to paranoia and had to be 
hospitalized. 

Moore considers that MJ12, a genuine docuraent 
proving the existence of U.F.O.s and tcp level 
govemroent interest in them, was his reward for his 
help. A later cryptic postcard enabled hiin to 

dLscover a merao fran Robert Cutler, special 
assistant to President Eisenlxjwer, to General Nathan 
Twining, ccaifirming the dcxxment. 

But did it confirm it? Mcore's acrticai, betraying 
his friend, discredited him in the eyes of almost 
all other Ufologists. Who could really trust hira 
after that? ‘ And might he not siraply have been 
"fed" a doconent hiraself, sirailar to those that had 
bsen fed to Paul Bennewitz? 

Yet on the other hand why vas it so inportant to 
A.F.O.S.I. to infiltrate and discredit Project Beta? 
Was he really recording E.L.F. transmissicxis fran 
tiie aliens? Ct was he inadvertently snooping on 
secret defence maneuvers? 
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Whatever the answers to those questions may be, it 
seems at least hi^ily possible that A.F.O.S.I. has 
ni;maged to discredit three of the most capable 
Ufological investigators and set the whole 
Ufological ccrinunity off on a false trail. 

Bijt why would it want to do that? Was it a training 
e<ercise for agents in spreading disinfoniBtion? 
Or is there really sone very cxigent reason vrfjy the 
authorities - the secret authorities - don't want 
any of us to know the ultimate truth? When the 
U-F.O. Wbrking Group was discussing the F.B.I. 
report on the validity of HJ12, one D.I.A. scientist 
made a strange suggesticwi. possibly the U.F.O. 
Vtorking Group itself was a cover-up. Perhaps it was 
a iTiodem-day Blue Book. 

Ihe very fact that it exists, meeting in the 
Pentagon, helps to protect the true secret, that 
Síanebody already knows. After all, if they don't 
kncw, who would? 

Isn't that just typical of the wix>le U.F.O. 
scenario? Hcw nice of Mr BIvbti to put us in the 
plcture.

Recently, I received the latest editic»i of UPO 
ENCOUNTER from Queensland, Australia. The present 
chairperson is Sheryl Demicihelis and her editorial 
struck a synpathetic chord within me: in effech;, 
vrfiat she said was, ' have OXJRftGE. ' Have the courage 
of your convicticns, have the cxxirage to do what you 
really v^nt to do, and have the courage to say viiat 
you think and what you feel is the truth. 

Wnen you have been in the UPO business for long
